OTTAWA (CUP) - Carleton 
Utiiverslty Professor Robin 
Matthews has opened a new front 
in the campaign against do-Cana- 
dian^ed universities and 
scholanhips by disclosing that 
61% of C^da Council, research 
grants in 1968-69 were awarded 
to "non-Canadians." 

In a fonun here last Sunday 
the English professor said he bad 
three times asked the Canada 
Council to rdease the break- 
down figures of Canadian reci- 
pients of the grants, but that the 
requests had gone unanswered. 

Professor Matthews said pri- 
vate discussions with Council 
personnel revealed the 617o 
figure. 

The accuracy of the figure, 
based on the definition of the 
"non-Canadian" phrase, has been 
questioned by a Canada Council 
spokesman. Both parties agree 
however, that "non-Canadian" hi

H.D. Woods, former Dean of, 
Arts and Science, told the com- 
mittee that he had been approach- 
ed by August and Hoffman and 
threatened with liquidation.

Matthevra said he had made a 
further request one month ago for 
à breakdown of Uie Canadian re- 
cipients and. a request for the 
nanoes 'of the academic pands 
vrtio made the selections. 

He said he had lecdved no 
answer to his request and sug- 
gested Uie Oiundl had "gone hito 
hidhig because Uiey are afraid 
to make public the absolute disas- 
ter of granting now gobig on hi 
Canada." 

Canada C^uncU Assistant Di- 
rector Frank Milligan said Sun- 
day ni^t he doubted Uie accuracy 
of the rdaUonshlp between Uie 
"first unWenity degree" and 
citizenship. He said such "non* 
Canadian" academics* could easi- 
ly become citizens hi Uie time 
they spent hi Canada. 

Matthews has been campaign- 
hig for the Canadianintion of 
Canadian univerdUes ahwe the 
fall of 1968. 



Prof decries injustice in Canadian law

' To be equal in the eyes of 
the law appears to be more of 
a privilege than a right. A 
privilege extended to only tho- 
se who are able to afford it. 

There has been much said 
of the two codes of law. one 
for the rich, and one for the 
poor, but very little of just 
now these cocfes are incorpo- 
rated into the present legal 
system, and to what extent 
triey are being practiced is 
public knowledge. 

In his book. "The Pro- 
secutor, an Exercise In Dis- 
cretion," McGill Professor 
of law Brian Grosman has 
undertaken to educate the 
public. He describes the in- 
justice of the existing legal 
system and advocates legal 



and Social reform through 
many of his recommendations. 

There are many princi- 
ples preached in constitu- 
tions and bills of rights which 
deal with individual rights, 
civil rights and civil libert- 
ies. All constitute legislat- 
ive wishful thinking, but they 
must be tested In Ine stream 
of day to day judicial effic- 
acy. 

There is a dichotomy ex- 
isting between the law In 
theory and the law in practice. 
It is the accused man who 
appears before the magistrate, 
without bail and without funds 
to retain counsel, to whom 
these principles apply. 

In a recent interview. Pro- 
fessor Grosman expounded 
upon some of the inequalities 
and injustices that are pract- 
ised in the Canadian system. 



"Every man should have 
a right to counsel, and he 
should be informed of this 
right as soon as a charge is 
laid against him." said Pro- 
fessor Grosman. vBut often 
this is not donë;-«for there is 
no law that requires anyone 
to inform him of this right. 

He quoted an example of 
two men, one a first offender, 
the other, a man who has nad 
many previous offences. Bail 
is set at $2.000 for the first 
man. and at $10,000 for the 
second. The first offender is 
unable to afford the bail, so 
must remain in jail. Due to 
the fact that he either has not 
been informed of his right to 
counsel, or that he is unable 
to afford one, he remains in 
custody, without legal con- 
sultation or guidance until 
the day of his trial. 



Meanwhile, the second of- 
fender who could afford the 
bail, paid the designated 
amount, was released and im- 
mediately contacted his law- 
yer. In tne time preceding his 
trial, his- lavwer had con- 
sulted the prosecutor, and, 
depending upon certain con- 
ditions, ihey negotiate and 
the charge is reduced to a 
lesser one. The accused gets 
his affairs and family in 
order and awaits his trial in 
the comfort and privacy of his 
home. 



Then, at a future date the 
arraignment takes place for 
both men. The first offender 
comes before the judge with- 
out any counsel ana because of 
the tack of legal consultation

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A New Modest Proposa/ 



"If you can't Hck 'em, join 'em" - old 
British' saying. 

The main problem currently con- 
fronting students and administration at 
most North American schools, McGill 
included, is that the two sides tend to 
talk past each other, and thus no seem- 
ingly common ground for solutions can 
emerge. Students constantly complain 
of the universit/s Ivory— tower tradi- 
tions; administrators, on the other hand, 
usually conjure up images of the univer- 
sity as a type of corporation, which pro- 
duces educated people, much as some 
plants produce shoes. These two posi- 
tions tend to be so many light-years 
apart that only the ultimate form, of 
Hegelian synthesis can possibly raise 
the problem to a higher level. This, 
we may modestly announce, has now 
been accomplished. 

There is a way to unite relevance 
and the functions of a corporation, to 
satisfy both students and administrators. 
The solution lies in turning the univer- 
sity into a microcosm of the outside 
world, avvarding BA's on the basis of 
actual work, as it is known in the out- 
side world (and, not entirely unimpor- 
tant, turning a profit for the corpora- 
tion). How can this be accomplished at 
McGIII? 

First, the largely unused lower 
campus might be turned into sugar fields 
in summer, thus emulating the Cuban 
experience first-hand at McGill and 
giving students a chance to learn about 
agriculture. Undoubtedly McGill could 
see to |t^ that the produce might be 
productively sold to various sugar com- 
panies. 

Secondly, due to the rather odd shape 
of the old Arts building (very long and 
narrow), this edifice could easily be- 
come a car-wash, giving students in- 
valuable knowledge in this important 
growing field of public service. (Those 
who get their Ph.D's in this field first 
and thus get in on the ground floor will 



undoubtedly someday run the country, 
as witness what has happened to the law 
degree within the past 200 years). 

The new Engineering Building has 
the makings of a fine textile mill, un- 
rivaled anywhere west of Hong Kong, 
and could quite certainly earn its keep 
and prove competitive even with the 
low-wage labour forces of the East. 
There is also certainly no doubt that, 
the manufacture of clothing being one 
of the prime needs of sustenance in 
human society, students would eagerly 
welcome this chance to become involved 
with this most relevant of enterprises. 

The list of productive activities is 
endless; the above examples are merely 
indicative of the greatness that could 
be achieved with this New Learning, an 
inspiration to students and faculty alike, 
and an accomplishment that would once 
again put McGill in the forefront of the 
universities of the world. 

As for the structural problems, we 
foresee no need for drastic changes. The 
Students' Council could, with very little 
metamorphosis, become a company 
union. As for the Administration, no 
change at all is needed. 

All that is now required is a plan 
to import Irish babies cheaply and thus 
keep down food costs in the U nion.

He will not 
tell you whether or not to have an 
abortion, but he will certainly help 
you think it out. He might be able 
to explain why most mothers in 
Sweden - that land of sexual de- 
cadence - dedde to keep their 
children. 

Why this arrogant male atti- 
tude? I would like to discuss two 
marriages, my own and my par- 
ents'. Contraception was not as 
rdiable in the prei)iU era as it 
was today, and was not openly 
discussed. During the , first ten 
years of my marriage two out of 
tliree daughters arrived unex- 
pectedly. Due to bck of job secu- 
rity, the first one was most un- 
welcome to me, so much so Uiat 
I had to seek p^chiatric treat- 
ment. The third cUld was unwel- 
come to my wife.

was ghren away for adoption but 
discovered her true mother at the 
age of 22) has brought more hap- 
piness to my mother. Would an 
abaction have brought an equal 
amount of happiness hito the 
worid? 

An act ol "intercourse entered 
into with genuine affection and 
with shared responsibility for 
the risks involved is not a shame- 
ful act. Conception is not shame- 
ful, and childbirth is not shame- 
ful." Deceipt and betrayal are 
shameful, and the scorn should be 
reserved for the one who de- 
ceives: possibly the girl before 
tlie act, or the man after it. Des- 
troying an embryo is less than 
hifantidde, but it is surely more 
than destroying "a passive, un- 
thinking, unemotional, chemical 
thing, in which there has been 
zero emotional and material in- 
vestment..." (Kingsbury, McGill 
DaUy, Oct. 30, 1967). Where this 
marêjin of doubt is evident, I 
would be biclined to give poten- 
tial life the benefit of the doubt. 
A reverence for Ufe is possibly a 
very practical basic ethic, which 
hdps attitudes to war, starvation, 
sex, conservation and a myriad 
other problems concerning young 
people fall neatly bito place.

pleads guilty to the original 
charge. He appears at trial 
in the same clothes that he 
was arrested in, and conse- 
quently gives the appearance 
of a liardened criminal. Due 
to the duration of time before 
the trial, he has lost his job. 
and, as a result, his family 
has been put on welfare. He is 
unable to plead before the 
judge of his upstanding posi- 
tion in the community, his 
job. and his fine family, so he 
has very little chance of le- 
niency and the maximum 
sentence is imposed. 

l\/leanwhile the accused with 
many previous offences ap- 
pears before the judge with 
his retained counsel and 
pleads guilty to a lesser char- 



ge. His appearance is not one 
of a hardened criminal, but 
one of an. upstanding citizen 
and businessman, who has a 
good position, family and 
responsibilities. His counsel 
draws these qualities to the 
attention of the judge, and 
pleads for the minimum sen- 
tence for his client. There- 
fore, the first-time offender 
suffers from a more severe 
penalty than the numerous 
offender. 

After citing this example. 

Professor Grosman recom- 
mended that the concept of. 
money bail should be removed 
from the system. 

"Money bail is inaequistic. 
grossly unfair; and has no

' ^ « ThU' with a d(sVl<e for de- ' ' ' 
fence lawyers, police have 
been known to pick up a sus- 
pect, ctiarge him. and move 
him from station to station for 
questioning. This not only 
breaks down tlie resistance of 
ttie accused, but also keeps 
tiim out of tfie reach of his 
lawyer. 

"Decisions rendered daily 
by prosecutors, before trials 
take place, critically affect 
the rights of. citizens." said 
Professor Grosman. "In fact, 
decisions are made which af- 
fect the future of more accus- 
ed persons than those determ- 
inations made at trial." he 
continued. 

Iri theory the prosecutor 
initiates a prosecution after 
seeing the evidence in the case 
and deciding there is enough 
, to proceed on. In fact, in 90% 
of the cases, the decision is 
made by the fact that a police 
officer decided to arrest a 
man. Because of his case-load 
the prosecutor often doesn't 
even look at a case until he 
stands up in court. 

As one prosecutor told 
Professor Grosman, "I start 
out with the premise that I 
give no more than the law re- 

§uires me to. I relax that 
epending on the man I'm 
talking to." 

Much of this exercise of 
discretion is affected by the 
reciprocal relationship v/hich 
exists among police, pro- 
secutors and defence lawyers. 

Prosecutors can offer fa- 
vours, for example, reduction 
or withdrawal of charges, or 
the full disclosure of prosecu- 
tion statements. These favours 
will not be available to de- 
fence counsel who are abrasive 
or demanding, but only to 
those who have proven them- 
selves part of the trustworthy 
social group. 

It has already been ment- 
ioned that the theory doesn't 
always match the practice, but 
Professor Grosman believes 
"Canada isn't even in the 
ballpark; we are not even at 
the theory state." This he 
attributes to the Canadian 
'beaverman mentality, work 
a day as it comes' concept. 

Justice is the base of our 
society. It is the core from 
which our constitution, bill of 
Rights, governnfient and moral 
code are derived. Only after 
the injustice is taken out of 
justice can we strive for a 
perfect society.

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Waves of reform unlikely at SC meeting

Waves of reform are unlikely 
to emanate from tonight's Coun- 
cil meeting, thougii ;seveial im- 
portant .issues will bie raised. 

Presentation of a report out- 
lining progress made on the 
construction of a student co^p 
will highlight the meeting, and 
Students' Society success in secur- 
ing outside Tinanaal help for the 
project will be outlined. ■ 

"We are awaiting an answer 
from the Quebec government to a 
reouest for tax subsidies," said 
Internal vice-president Dave 
Young. "The question of tax ex- . 
cmptions had to go to Students' 
Council; which also conferred 
with the University, but the signs 
are good that our request will be 
granted. 

He added that a dcFinitive an- 
swer from the Quebec govern- 



ment will probably not arrive 
until after March 1. 

The controversial " new Dis-, 
dplinc Code, which applies both 
to staff and students of the Uni- 
versity, will leave its impact at 
today's meeting. 

Plans for organiang a teach- 
in on the Code should come under 
discussion. 

"We will hold the teach-in as 
soon as the Code is published in 
the Reporter," announced Young. 
"The earliest this could be is 
next Wednesday". 

Although Young wants to sec 
candidates for executive posi- 
tions in the Students' Society 
express their views, he does not 
envisage tliis as free publicity. 

"I feci the opinions expressed 
by the candidates will add depth 
to the discussions," commented 
Young. 



He explained the delay in im- 
plementing the Code as a desire 
on the part of the Administration 
to hear debate and discussion 
by campus before making any 
final decision. 

Kevin O'Connell, Financial 
Director of the Students' Society, 
will present tentative plans for, 
the organization of another Rock 
Festival on a still undisclosed 
date. 

Also scheduled for debate is a 
motion originally presented at 
last week's Coundl meeting of the 
ban on left-wing student groups, 
who have been denied use of the 
Union since December. 

The motion was never voted 
on last week, because Martin 
Shapiro, External Vice-President 
of the Students' Society, walked 
out of the meeting, breaking the 
quorum.
